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to the payment of such hydrant rentals and shall
not be vtherwise employed.
SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 136.

AN ACT to amend chapter 221, of the laws of
1882, entitled, “ an act to reduce the act incor-
porating the city of Janesville, and the several
acts amendatory thereof, into one act, and to
amend the same,” also to amend chapter 78, of
the laws of 1883, entitled, “ an act to amend the
fourth subdivision of section 23, of chapter 7,
and chapters 2 and 9, of chapter 241, of thelaws
of 1882, entitled, “ an act to reduce the act in-
cor{)orating the city of Janesville, and the sev-
eral acts amendatory thereof into one act, and

to amend the same,” by striking out sections 2,

3, 4, 5 and 6, of said chapter, and to repeal chap-

ter 106, of the laws of 1885.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
n senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecTioN 1. Section 2, of chapter 2, of chapter
221, of the laws of 1882, is hereby amended, by in-
serting afte: the word, “attorney,” in the fifth line
of said section, the word, *two,” and by adding to
the word * commissioner,” in the same line, the
letter ¢ s,” sothat said section when so amended
shall read as follows: Section 2. The municipal
government of said city shall consist of a com-
mon council, composed of the mayor and two
aldermen from each ward. The other officers of
the corporation shall be a clerk, treasurer, city at-
torney, two school commissioners-at-large, two
justices of the peace, sealer of weights and meas-
ures, and one constable, supervisor and school
commissioner for each ward, and a street commis-
sioner and city marshal.

SecrtiON 2. Section 3, of chapter 2, of chapter
221, of the laws of 1882, is hereby amended by
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striking out all after the word, “at” in the first Sectlon three
line of said section, and before the word, *“at” in of chapter 2
the ninth line of said section, and inserting in lieu #@ended
thereof the following: *“The election which shall
be held on the first Tuesday of April, 1885, there
shall be elected by the qualified electors of said
city a mayor, clerk, sealer of weights and meas-
ures, a school commissioner-at-large, and a justice
of the peace, who shall hold their respective of-
fices for the term of two years, and a treasurer
and school commissioner-at-large, who shall hold
their respective offices for one year; and there
shall also be elected on the first Tuesday in April,
in the year 1886, a treasurer, city attorney, a jus-
tice of the peace, and a school commissioner-at-
large, who shall hold their respective offices for
the term of two years, and the aforesaid city offi-
cers shall thereafter be elected for the term of two
years at the annual city election which next pre-
cedes the expiration of the respective terms of said
oftices;” so that said section, when so amended,
shall read as follows: Section 3. At the election
which shall be held on the first Tuesday of April,
1885, there shall be elected by the qualified elect-
ors of said city, a mayor, clerk, sealer of weights
and measures, a school commissioner-at-large,
and a justice of the peace, who shall hold their
respective offices for the term of two years, and a
treasurer and school commissioner-at-large, who
shall hold their respective offices for one year; and
there shall also be elected on the first Tuesday in
April in the year 1886, a treasurer, city attorney,
a Justice of the peace, and a school commissioner-
at-large, who shall hold their respective offices for
the term of two years, and the aforesaid city offi-
cers shall thereafter be elected for the term of
two years at the annual citv election which next
precedes the expiration of the respective terms of
said officers. At such annual election there shall
also be elected by the qualified electors of each
ward an alderman, who shall hold his office for
two years; a constable and supervisor, who shall
hold their respective offices for one year; and
every two years there shall be elected by the qual-
ified electors of each ward a school commissioner,
who shall hold his office for two years. All offi-
cers of said city heretofore elected under its char-
ter shall bold their respective offices until the ex-
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piration of the term for which they were elected,
and nothing in this act shall be so construed as to
authorize the election of any mayor, clerk,
treasurer, city attorney, school commissioner at-
large, justice of the peace, sealer of weights and
measures, alderman, school commissioner, super-
visor, constable or other officer whose term of of-
fice shall commence before the expiration of the
terms of office of any such officers heretofore
elected under the charter of said city. All elec-
tive officers specified in this act shall hold their
res(g)ective offices for the term provided in this act
and until their successors are elected and quali-
fied. All other officers named in this act, and
which are not by this act declared elective, shall
be appointed by the common council by ballot.

SEcTION 3. Section 2, of chapter 9, of chapter 221,
of the laws of 1%82, is hereby amended by insert-
ing after the word, “elected ” where the same oc-
curs for the first time in said section the words,
“ together with the schoel commissioners-at large,”
so that said section when so amended shall read
as follows: Section 2. The said school commis-
sioners so elected together with the school com-
missioners-at-large, shall constitute a board to be
styled, “ The board of education of the city of
Janesville.” Said board shall appoint and hold
stated monthly meetings, and a majority thereof
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of
business. At the first meeting of said board in
each year, the members thereof shall elect one of
their number president, and whenever he shall be
absent, a president pro tem, may be appointed;
they shall also appoint a clerk, and fix his com-

nsation which shall not exceed the sum of three

undred dollars per annum; and he shall hold his
office during the pleasure of the board. The said
commissioners shall not receive any compensation
for their services.

SecTiON 4. Sections 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 of chapter 78,
of the laws of 1383, are hereby repealed, and sec-
tion 4, of chapter 2, of chapter 221 of the laws of
1882 is hereby re-enacted and shall read as follows:
Section +. The common council may appoint a
street commissioner and a city marshal, and may
remove and displace both, or either of them at its
pleasure, and shall fix the rate of compensation
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to be paid to each, and they shall not receive any
greater compensation than that so fixed.
SectioN 5. Chapter 106, of the laws of 1885, is Chapter 106
hereby repealed.
SectioN 6. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 140.
AN ACT to incorporate the city of Cumberland.

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented
in ssnate and assembly, do enact as follows:

CHAPTER L

THE CITY OF CUMBERLAND, ITS CORPOKATE
POWERS.

SectioN 1. All that district of country in the orporate
county of Barron, in the state of Wisconsin, name.
hereinafter described, is hereby set off and sepa-
rated from the town of Cumberland, and shall
be a city by the name of Curmberland and the peo-
ple now inhabiting and those who shall inhabit
said district shall be a municipal corporation b
the name of the city of Cumberland, and shall
have the general powers possessed by municipal
corporations at common law, and in addition
thereto shall have and possess the powers herein-
after specifically granted, and the authorities
thereof shall have perpetual succession, and shall
be capable of contracting and being contracted
with, suing and being sued, pleading and being
impleaded in all the courts of law and equity,
and shall have a common seal, and may alter the
same at pleasure.
